- SYSTEMATIC ASSESSMENT OF HEALTH SERVICE (PILOT CANADA) 
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- AUTOMATED CLINICAL LABS (PILOT UK) 

- EMERGENCY MEDICAL SERVICES (COPILOTS ITALY, 

PORTUGAL, US) 

THE USA (EGEBERG) REPORTED THAT EACH GROUP MET 
ON A NUMBER OF OCCASIONS. THEIR INDIVIDUAL PROJECT 
REPORTS ARE SUMMARIZED IN AC/274-D/63.

2. REPORTING ON THE ORGANIZED AMBULATORY HEALTH 
SERVICE PROJECT, THE FRG (VON MANGER KOENIG)

GREATER COLLABORATION BETWEEN NATIONAL AND INTER- 
NATIONAL HEALTH GROUPS; (B) DEVELOP COMMON METHODOLOGY

4. UK (FAIRCLOUGH), REVIEWING THE AUTOMATED

A MODULAR AUTOMATED CLINICAL LABORATORY SYSTEM 
THAT COULD BENEFIT HOSPITALS OF ALL SIZES, IN PART

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5. IN SUMMARIZING THE WORK OF THE EMERGENCY
